He entered politics in 186G, being 
chosen to represent Madison county 
in tlie Kentucky Legkslature, and 
again in 1871 and 1873 this honor was 
bestowed uoon him without opposi- 
tion froiH his own party. Ho so ac- 
quitted himself at the tlrst session 
that at the twit succeeding sessions 
he was made speaker. 

In 1S7.J, as the democratic candid- 
ate for governor, he was opposed by 
one of the ablest and oldest politi- 
cians of Kentucky. 

The republicans had as their can- 
didate the Hon. John M. Harlan, now 
one of the Justices of the Supreme 
court of the United States." Mc- 
Creary was eleM by 37,000 majority. 
After retiring ftrain the executive 
offloe he vras eleeted to the 40th Qon- 
gress and was re-elected to the 50th, 
51st, 52nd, '53rd and 54th sessions. 

For twelve years he was a member 
of the Committee on J'oreign Affairs 
of the House. He was twice it's 
chairman. lie was also a member of 
the committee on Coinage, Weights 
and Measiires and the World's P'air 
and Private Lana Claims. He was 
the author of the bill establishing a 
"Land Court" to adjucate the claims 
growing out of tue treaties between 
the United States and Mexico, known 
as the "Garden Treaty," and the 
"Gaudaloupe Treaty,** and the **Guad- 
aloupe-Hidalgo Treaty. »• He was also 
the author of Uie trill which provided 
f (NT the Fan-American Gongress. ' 

Gov. McCreary was appointed by 
the Prerident of the United States in 
1802, one of tlie five commissioners to 
represent the United States in the 
International Monetary Conference. 
In that conference he distinguished 
himself as an advocate of bimetalism. 

Although in public life, both mili- 
tary and civil, for more than 30 years, 
Gov. McCreary has lost none of his 
physical or mental vigor. By his long 
experience, political knowledge and 
acquirments, he has thoroughly fitted 
himself to become the representative 
of Kentucky in the United States 
Senate.

There is little qno.stion in the mind 
of any iiitellijront fairuer about tlio 
vuiiie of orchard cultivation up la 
the bearini,' period, but not all af^rto 
that it .shoukl e.xtend beyond. Never- 
theless there is uothing worse for an 
orchard than a bare soil left to take 
care of itaeU. Weeds will invariably 
appear in sneh a aoU, and the.se will 
do conaiderable ham ia robbing the 
bund of the richness which the trees 
need. There must be some eounter- 
balancinpr method. Of the many ex- 
pcrimonts made with orchards that 
have been treated with and without 
oidtivation after the trees be;,'^an to 
produee, tlie fjreat majority showed 
a deeided i injjrovement in favor of 
those which have been cidtivated. 
This, however, does not mean any 
more tlian mere snrfaee enit i va t ion, 
and for I liar matter not mucli more 
tiian a snrfaee seratehin*,' of "the 
frround in the sprinf»' sutiii i( nt to 
make jrrass or {jrain seed cateh. 
There is no better plant fertilizer 
than good rye turned under or al- 
lowed to deeay ia the ftdd. Erery 
crop of this that we can raise and 
return to the nXk siioiild increase the 
fertility, so that the yotmg and old 
trees will make a new growth. 

The plowing of the siirface in the 
spring need not interfere with the 
roots of the trees. Indeed, special 
rare shonld be taken to avoid any 
sneh eont in<rency. The soil can eas- 
ily be stirred to a sufficient depth to 
make the seeds }:frow wiihont touch- 
ing- the roots. If these latter run 
very close to the surface, the plow 
or cultivator should not be run up 
near the tree*; but as a rule this 
stirring of the top soil every year 
tends to make t)ie roots of the trees 
seek a lower level, and in -orchards 
that have been eoltivated from the 
beginning little trouble will be ex- 
perienced with the surface roots. 
Sow from one to two bushels of rye 
to the acre, so that the ground will 
be covered before winter. This will 
help to protect the roots of the trees 
from the severe cold, and the follow- 
ing sprinjr when turned under the 
rye will add rich fertility to the soil. 
The advantajja of a high crop of rye 
in the orchard in the fall in the 
states Where the winter freezing is 
apt to injure fruit trees cannot be 
overestimated. The tall rye proves a 
■MMt effeetoal bla«ket to the tree 
roots and trunks, and few trees are 
injured from freeziai^ when treated 
in this way. The thick rye is really 
warmer and superior to a eoTcrinsT 
of snow. When feed is scarce the 
temptation to cut the rye in the or- 
chard is great, but do not yield to 
it. No orchard can thrive which is 
.systematically roUl)ed of its fertil- 
ity. — S. W. Chambers, in Journal of 
Agriculture.

The cable, with a sliding ring or pul- 
ley attached, for the purpose of exer- 
cising a bull, is,not entirely unknown 
among stockmen and farmers, but its 

value is certainly little appreciated, if 
one can judge from the few that are 
in use, compared with its real utility, 
says f. r. KeynoULv, in Kreed'/r's Ca- 
zette. I do not know that 1 have in 
mind more than one or two at the pres- 
ent time. We have had one of these 
dcvieea in use for aeveral years, and

have not otjly found it of oonslderabl* 
practical value, but we are sure vv« 
would prefer it loan enclosed pen, save 
possibly in the case of a very vitHous- 
animal, where probably the cable would 
be very much out of order. 

In the accompanying cut but one 
end of the cable is shown. Two heavy 
posts are set about 60 feet apart and 
are thorouijhly braced or stayed. 
Those we usvd are about ten inches in 
diameter in thf smallest, ai; I we find 
them none too large — in fact, 
larger, rather than smaller, c would 
be preferred. It is surprising what 
strain Is brought against these posts, 
even by a bull attached to the cable 
with his ring. 

The cable is passed through the posts 
about nine fi et from the ground. At 
1 distance of about four feet from the 
po.st it will be observed that an ox ring 
is spliced info the wire. Our main ob- 
ject, however, in putting the rings in 
at til her end was to prevent the bull 
from cor)]:iig closi-r to the [>o.-t< than 
i< saf". If :i'Iov\cd too clo-e. Iliei-e is 
danger of his becoming tntaiii;'ed and 
then breaking loose. 

We use an iron pulley on the cable 
similar to what is shown in the cut. 

I have no doubt that there i? a 
great deal in the proper training of a 
bull for such a wire. I should not ree- 
ommend any one to pull an old hull on 
such a cable and expect the experiment 
to be entirely successful, 1.. .m ".-ie. 
though the chances are fa vor i . '. . it 
would not be safe save in the ca-e of a 
bull that is very easily managed, but if 
the bull is trained to such a wire when 
a calf, and grows up thoroughly ac- 
customed to it. 1 believe that the ma- 
jority of the buUkeepers will be so 
thoroughly pleased that they will use 
the wire for exercising altogether. If 
one desires to make his own cable, he 
•an do so just as well as to buy it. I 
would recommend that seven or nine 
strands of No. 10 galvani/.ed wire be 
used, and be twisted with considerable 
evenness sf) as to be smooth. Our 
cable is' hand-twisted and is as satis- 
factory as thoti^h machine made. 

DAIRY SOILING CROPS. 

The Time Will Come Wben Every 
g^a rf e Wh* Wrata t* S*c«vetf 
Wl|l Ptoa« Tlieas. 

An old adage has it that closing the 
bam door after tbe theft of the horse 
is not the best method of preventing 
burglary. Yet it is held to be worth 
while as a discourager of further pil- 
fering. The dairyman who this past 
summer has seen his cows shrinking, 
feels inclined to shut the barn door, 
llow may he do this best? If he has 
pianled soiling crops like peas and 
oats. Hungarian millet, and the like, 
ind has been supplcmtntiiig the d\ing 
pastures with green feed in the l>aru 
or yard, he has closed the door be- 
fore rather than after the theft. 
Moreover, the necessity for the sum- 
mer feeding of grain is greatly less- 
ened. If he has no recourse to soiling 
crops, nothing but bujing grain can 
lessen the shrinkage. 

Tbe Vermont experiment station 
has for many years experimented with 
soiling crops, and recommends to 
dairymen the large use of snmmcr 
ensila.i;e and oats and peas sown 
at weekly intervals, and fed during 
July and .vugust. Ensilage is prob- 
ably the cheaper food; oats and ptas 
somewhat the better. If the former 
is contemplated as a steady summer 
diet for years, it would be well to con- 
sider the erection of a specisi summer 
silo, preferably round, with a small 
diaimeter and a relalively great depth. 
Enailage spread over a large surface 
in summer spoils rapidly and loses 
largely in feeding value. If oafs and 
peas he chosen, the^' should be sown 
in successive lois at weekiy intervals, 
the two sown separately, the peas first 
rather deeply and harrowed in; the 
oafs two or three days later and 
bushed in. A better catch is likely to 
be secured in this way than if sown 
together. The crop may be either fed 
green, hayed or put in the silo. Let 
those whose July and August milk 
yields prove disappointing try ensi- 
lage or oats and peas next year.— Coun- 
try Gentleman. 

Cora Cobs far Milk Caws. 

Corn-cobs coarsely ground contain 
considerable nutritive matter, and in 
some sections of the country this cob- 
meal is fed during the winter to milch 
cows. Its value is increased by adding 
a quart of corn meal to a peck of cob 
meal. This served night and morning 
with half a bushel of cnt hay or well- 
cured cornfodder, and say with 13 
pounds a day of long hay, will not only 
keep a cow in good condition but will 
Increase tbs milk flow.— Ohio farmer.
